Stringent requirements by the United 
States played a major role in forcing’ 
the shut-down of the Angliss meat 
killing plant in Footscray, it was 
claimed yesterday. 

The claim.was made by Foots- 
cray’s meat inspectors who have been 
based at the Angliss plant for over 20 


years. 
They said requirements

meat from Australia had 
become increasingly 
more demanding over the 
years since World War 


This had now reached 
a@ stage where it would 
not be a sound economic 
proposition to lift the 
standard of the Angliss 
plant to the level re- 
quired by the United 
States, they said. 


Closure of the slaugh- 
tering and associated sec- 
tions of the plant was 
announced last Wednes- 
day. 

Staff and foremen were 
called to the administra- 
tive offices just. after 
noon and told of the clo- 
sure, 


The news came as a 
complete shock, No one 
at the plant, including se- 
nior administrative 
officers, had heard even a 
rumor ‘of the projected 
shut-down. 


Retrenchments have al-° 


ready begun and it is ex- 
pected that by October 
29, the shut-down will be 
complete. 


An estimated 400 jobs 
will be lost by the clo- 
sure. There is no super- 
annuation scheme in 
operation for workers at 
. the plant. 


Many of the men hit by 
the shut-down have 
worked for the company 
for long periods-— some 
up to 50 years, since they ’ 
left school, 

And many are second 
-— in some cases third — 
generation employees.

The William Angliss 
company is a segment of 
the British-based -inter- 
ests of the Vestey family. 

The closure will in- 
volve the slaughtering, 
cutting and boning sec:

‘The brief answer is NO, 
with a small qualification. 

The parenis .will not be 
told unless the doctors 
think the child is too im- 
mature to ensure the treat- 
ment is completed 
properly. 

But it is not, according 
to Dr, K. F. Breenan, who 
runs the Government VD 
clinic in Gertrude Street, 
Fitzroy, a sign of a sudden 
and dramatic outbreak of 
teenage VD. 

In fact, he cited statis- 
tics to scotch the growing 


suggestion in the commua| 


nity that VD is 
dramatically increasing. 

Dr, Breenan says that in 
all VD statistics, Australia 
is following a world-wide 
pattern. 

He says that after peni: 
cillin was developed, VD 
rates fell rapidly until 
1954 when the medical 
world was perhaps lulled 
into the feeling that it had 
been wiped out. 

From that year, it start- 
ed to increase, and the ins 
crease graph held a steady 
line climbing relentlessly 
until about 1971; 

Then the rate of in- 
crease suddénly tapered 
off until the. numbers have 
been more or less static 
over the past three or four 
years. 

These figures relate to 
notified cases of VD. 

Dr. Brennan _ stresses 
that while the numbers ap- 
pear to be static they are 
at the higher level, far 
above the 1954 figure. 

Contact tracing and 
treating is part of the 
work of Dr. Brennan’s 
clinic, and greater effort is 
made in tracing contacts 
of syphillis victims be- 
cause it is a far more dans 
gerous disease. 

Dr, Brennan adds: “We 
ate fairly successful,”

Statistics also reject the 
notion that VD is reaching 
jnto younger and younger 
age groups. 

Dr. Brennan says the 
gréatest incidence of it is 
among women of 15 to 19 
and men. of 20 to 24. On 
either side of these groups 
its incidence falls off ra- 
pidly. These age groups 
have remained virtually 
unchanged over the years. 

He has seen cases 
among children of 11 or 
12, but stresses that they 
are very rare. 

He also talks, with a 
twinkle, in his eye, or 
“stalwarts of 70 or 80” 
seeking examination. 

VD comes in two forms. 

There is the less dan- 
gerous gonorrhoea, and 
the clinic treats about 
2000 to 2200 cases a year. 

Something like 100 to 
200 cases of syphilis are 
treated each year. 

Syphilis comes in three 
stages and part of its dan- 
ger is that although it can 
‘be treated at any stage by 
the time its third stage be- 
comes apparent it has 
often done damage to the 
body. 

Stages one and two aph- 
ear briefly, and can appar- 
ently “clear up” without 
the disease actually leav- 
ing the body. 
~ Perhaps a worse danger 
is that it remains in- 
fectious to others 
whatever its stage, while it
